Future Problematical But In- 
creased Bitterness of La- 
borers Is Certain 


The Hague, Feb. 5.—Germany’s 
first political strike was waning to- 
day. 

It reached its highest point of de- 
moralization cof/German industry last\ 
Friday, accor@fmg to very reliable in- 
formation received here On that 
date ten per cent of all workers in 
war manufactories were out. 

The future effect of the strike is 


problematical. how- 


ever, that the fie-up created intense 
bitterness between the Jaboring. class- 
es and the so-called “middle class” 
in Germany. The strikers’ demands 
for food were received with indigna- 
tion by other classes. Everybody

From carefully compiled informa- 
tion reaching here, the main centers 
of the strike were Berlin and Ham- 
burg. The percentage of workers 
out was much higher in Silesia and 
Saxony than elsewhere. Most em- 
ployees were working in the Rhine 
Land surrounding Saarbrucken. On- 
ly part of the miners were outs No 
important engineers’ organizations 
joined the movement. l 
From authoritative, reports it was 
learned that the independent social- 
ist of the central empires had intend- 
ed to strike simultaneously in us- 
tria and in Germany, under a sort of/ 
I. W.. W. leadership. But the care 
ful telegraphic censorship of Austria 
prevented dispatch of a password. 
From the explanation of the social 


democratic party and trade union 
leaders, the German strike “broke 
out spontaneously.” - Probably this 


means that the leaders abandoned the 
idea -of a joint Austrian-German 
strike after failure of the Austrian 
strike. 
await a more favorable moment. 

But when the “spontaneous out- 
break” did come, the adherents of 
Philip Scheidemann, majority social- 
ist leader, feared that the minority 
socialist party, under Dr. Haase, 
which was supporting the strike, 
might gain too strong a hold on the 
strikers. Scheidemann and his as- 
sociates therefore, openly joined in 
the strike movement. They assumed 
the share of the responsibility and 
Scheidemann himself undertook the 
leadership. saiti 

From all the mass of rumors and 
reports received here it appears 
there were very few excess by the 
strikers Lighting and heating in 
the cities was apparently unaffected. 
The gas workers. and electricians did 
not join the strike. 

Prominent Germans here doubt 
that any collaboration will continue 
betweér the socialists, edherents of 
Haase as well as Scheidemann—-and 
the government liberals and center 
party members henceforth.

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Washington, Feb..5.—The Conan 
mailed fist has won against her strik 
ing workers. 

Lack of funds with which to finance 
their movement, fear of starvation 
threatened by the Teuton war chiefs 
and the presence of guns and am- 
munitions, both of which the military 
promised to use freely on organized | 
crowds, has sent most of the work- 
ers back to their industries—as fore- 
cast by the United Press. 

The strong arm—always Germany’s 
favorite diplomacy—now promises to 
be used more relentlessly than ever. 
She finds herself today not only 
threatening with guns her enemies, 
but forcing her own. people to work 
at the point of the same weapons. 
From this fact, . officials here today 
saw. the possibility of promis sing fu- 
ture events. 

The reported arrest and sentence 
of Wilhelm Dittman, radical socialist 
deputy for participation in the strike 
movement, indicates the lengths to 
which the war loyds are determined 
to go. 

The situation is developing in the 
central empires today permits of on- 
ly two courses, as international ex- 
perts here see it. The peace senti- 
ment throughout the Teuton coun- 
tries has reached the stage where 
halfway measures, deceitful diplo- 
matic movements and other devices 
of the German chiefs practiced to 
humor the people can no longer “get 
by.” The experts believe: 

Hither Germany must make an hon 
est, unmasked, open movement for 
peace, or :

throw control of the situation into 
the hands of _the military account 
of peace talk as she stopped . the 
strike and depend on a military vic- 
tory on the west front to re-establish 
the confidence of her people. 

If the kaiser has learned anything 
from the recent uproar in his coun- 
try, he will choose the first course, 
but if Teuton precedent is followed, 
the second course will be pursued, 
it is believed here. 

The kaiser has passed droner his 
greatest internal disorder to date 
with the military colors still trium- 
phant. What will develop the next. 
time the workers revolt-—and how 
soon such incident may come—are 
now contemplated with interest by 
officials here.
